WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Carry- 
ing President Hoover's high hopes 
of a successful issue, five, of the 
American delegates, with a staff 
of naval advisers and secretaries, 
will ‘sail tomorrow for London on 
the steamship George Washington 
to take part in what the President 
has described as “the most im- 
portant of international . confer- 
ences of a great many years, ang 
probably the most important for 
many years to come.“ 

In the group of delegates will be 
Secretary of State Stimson, their 
head, Secretary of the Navy Adams, 
Ambassador Morrow, and Senators 
Reed and Robinsen. They will be 
joined at London by Ambassador 
Dawes and Ambassador Gibson. 

A dozen newspaper men repre- 
senting the press associationg and 
a few individual journals, includ- 
ing the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
will accompany the official party. 
Arrival at London is scheduled for 
Jan. 17, and the conference—the 
London naval arms conference 
called by Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald of Great Britain—will * 
four days later. 

Problems of Conference. 

The difficult- problems before the 
conference have already been out- 
lined in this newspaper, but it is 
appropriate at this time, on the 
eve of a great adventure in the in- 
terest of world peace, to call at- 
tention to one or two points. 

In the first place, the conference 
about to be held by the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, 
France and Italy is a conference 
for the limitation of naval arma- 
ments. It is not, as it sometimes 
has been called, a “disarmament” 
meeting. The world is not yet ready 
for disarmament. Each of the five 
nations wishes to maintain a navy 
sufficient to meet what it con- 
ceives to be its national defense re- 
q ments. 

. “goal of the conference, as 
set out by President Hoover in his 
statement of yesterday, is to er- 
fect an agreement “by which com- 
petition in construction of naval 
arms is brought to.an end and by 
which actual reduction in navai 
burdens of the world shall be ac- 
complished.” 

Aware of Difficulties. 

The President is fully aware of 
the difficulties in the way, but he 
has given every indication of genu- 
ine confidence that the meeting 
will produce a beneficent result. 

A second point to be noted is 
that the London stage is different- 
ly set from the Washington stage 
on which Charles E. Hughes, as 
chairman of the American delega- 
tion to the conference of 1921-22, 
delivered his dramatic opening ap- 
peal for a ruthless scrapping of 
ships. 

The United States, with a navy 
about to become, under its 1916 
building program, the greatest 
navy in the world, held the trump 
cards. Hughes put them face up 
on the table in a spectacular ges- 


ture. The success of the confer- 


enee in the field of capita] ship 
reduction was the direct and .al- 
most inevitable outcome of the 
American attitude of renunciation. 

No gesture like that of Hughes 
is possible at London. The rival- 
ry among the nations is not now 
in capital ships but in their aux- 


) Maries, notably, among the three 


leading naval powers, in cruisers. 
We not only have no superiority 
in cruisers, but a decided inferior- 
ity, beth to Great Britain and to 
Japan. 

Our ace, of course, is the power 
of this country to outbuild any oth- 
er, but we do not hold the full set 
of trumps that would be ours if 
we possessed present actual cruiser 
We must rely this 
time on the willingness of the other

nations to meet us in our over-| 


tures of good will. 
The process of reaching an 
agreement may be long and tedi- 
ous. There may be full need of the 
patience on the part of the Amer- 
ican public which the President 
ee Het coerce e ‘for his delegates. 
n be expected that 
of the conference wilt come an a 
mediate scrapping of warships. No 
cruiser agreement seems possible 
that will not require the United 
States, unless it foregoes parity, to 
build most of the ships contem- 
plated by the 15-cruiser program. 

The gain from any sites hn on 
cruisers will ‘be in “ 
cruiser strength of the ——— 
navies at a definite level and, 
thereby, preventing expensive and 
friction-breeding competition, Such 
an agreement, while .falling short 
of the actua] reduction desired by 
the President, will be in itself a 
worthy achievement. 

The conference may fail to do 
anything cruisers and yet, 
in the opinion of the administra- 
tion, justify itself by bringing 
about another capital ship holiday, 
In recent days there has been @ 
significant stressing of this point 
by administration spokesmen.

Stimson’s 85 

In his farewell statement of 
yesterday, Secretary Stimson em- 
phasized the high desirability of 
another suspension of battleship 
building and spoke secondarily of 
the hoped-for cruiser agreement. 
The way has thus been prepared 
for a worth-while degree of suc- 
cess to be claimed for the confer- 
ence, even though it should leave 
the cruiser problem unsolved. 

The capital ship holiday is, in- 
deed, an important item on the 
agenda. If no holiday is pro- 
claimed, capital ship. replace- 
ments will begin under the Wash- 
ington treaty in 1931. The United 
States and Great Britain are en- 
titled to lay down eight capital 
ships, eight in the five years from 
1931 to 1935, inclusive. Seven 
more are permitted to each coun- 
try in the succeeding four years, or 
a total of 15 for each by the end of 
1939. Unless a new holiday is de- 
creed. the two nations, therefore, 
are faced each with an expendi- 
ture, for capital ships alone, 
amounting to some 8600,00, 000. 

Both because of the great ex- 
pense involved. and the growing 
feeling that the behemoths of the 
sea have been doomed by other 
weapons, there is every prospect 
that the five nations at London 
will consent either to a complete 
capital ship holiday fer five years, 
or a scaling down of the present 
replacement schedule. :

Communism in California. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
T attention has been called to an 
article which, I understand, ap- 
peared as an editorial in your paper 
some time about the first of last month. 
The article is headed “The Crime of 


bree Thought” and purports to set forth 


the facts regarding a prosecution in this 
county, as well as a prosecution in the 
State of Ohio, of certain Communists for 
activities that they were carrying on. 
My interest in the article is created by 
its reference to the prosecution in this 
State and in this county. It is not my 
desire to criticise nor complain of the 
statements and conclusions which are set 
forth in the article referred to; but I 
thought inasmuch as you are a consider- 
able distance from this vicinity, that you 
might be glad to be informed more cor- 
rectly as to some ot the matters which 
vou have set forth. 

While the Better America Federation, 


- Insofar as I know it in this part of the 


country, is a patriotic and highly re- 
spectable organization, it so happened 
that the raid of the summer camp, be- 
ing maintained under the supervision of 


Yetta Stromberg; one of the defendants 


in the case, was made by and under the 
authority of the officers of this county 
and not by the Better America Federa- 
tion. 

While the camp was conducted under 
the name of the Workers’ Children’s 
Summer Camp, the evidence indicated 
that it was nothing more nor less than 
a summer training camp to instill into 
the minds of the children Who were be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 16 the thoughts 
of Communism and the definite idea that 
they must help to bring about the bloody 
revolution when the Government of this 
country would be abolished and the gov- 
ernment as it exists in Russia set up in 
its stead. In connection with such teach- 
ings, the chMren were taught loyalty to 

e red flag of Russia which was dis- 
played at the camp on certain occasions 
and otherwise kept concealed. These ac- 


. tivities were carried on with a group of 


40 or 50 different children each week 
during the summer months. When you 
state that these people were only guilty 
of expressing unpopular opinion, you are 
misinformed because they, in fact, ad- 
vocated violence and encouraged these 
children to believe in and to aasist in 
bringing about that violence, all in direct 
conflict with the law of this State and 
for the purpose in view of destroying 
this Government. 

‘I am inclined to believe that you are 
of the opinion that laws of this country 
are made to be obeyed, and if they are 
not desirable laws, that they will he 
and should be repealed; but that, as long 
ag/they are laws, they must be obeyed 
by those who come from foreign coun- 
tries, as well as by those who are native 
born and whom we might term pure 
Americans. I am also inclined to believe 
that you must be of the opinion that 
if certain individuals and groups are per- 
mitted to advocate the destruction and 
overthrow of the Government and the 
institutions of this cquntry, it can have 
no other than a destructive effect upon 
all our institutions and all our laws. 

May I also call your attention to the 
fact. that the last presidential election 
indicated that there are 50,000 Commun- 
ists in the United States. At the present 
time, they publish and boast a member- 
ship of 150,000. I think we may very 
readily contede that there are at least 
twice that many, who are sympathizers 
and closely affiliated with the Commun-
